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Hanover,  N.  H.,  June  30,  1916 
To  THE  Trustees  of  Dartmouth  College: — 

Your  treasurer  herewith  presents  a  report  of  the  financial  transactions 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  this  day.  For  the  preparation  and  form  of  this 
report  he  acknowledges  his  indebtedness  to  Mr.  H.  C.  Edgerton,  the  College 
auditor,  whom  he  gladly  welcomes  as  his  successor  from  this  date. 

This  is  the  twenty-sixth  report  which  I  have  presented  to  your  Board, 
and  I  trust  it  will  not  appear  unbefitting  for  me  to  call  attention  to  some  of 
the  changes  which  have  taken  place  in  the  time  covered  by  these  reports. 

First,  I  note  with  surprise  that  no  one  is  now  on  your  Board  who  was 
a  Trustee  at  the  time  I  was  elected  treasurer,  March  19,  1890.  President 
Tucker  and  Professor  Henry  Fairbanks  are  the  only  ones  now  living  of  those 
who  elected  me. 

There  are  only  four  men  now  on  the  College  faculty  who  were  here  when 
I  assumed  office. 

I  record  the  indebtedness  I  feel  to  those  with  whom  I  have  been  associated 
during  these  years.  It  has  been  a  grateful  task  to  share  in  the  work  for  the 
College  with  men  who  have  been  so  devoted  to  its  interests,  and  the  personal 
relations  have  added  in  no  small  degree  to  the  pleasure  of  service. 

These  twenty-five  years  have  marked  many  changes  in  the  volume  of  busi- 
ness and  in  the  method  of  conducting  it.  When  I  was  first  made  treasurer,  I 
gave  only  a  portion  of  my  time  to  this  work  and  was  able  to  accomplish 
it  all  save  for  a  very  little  clerical  assistance.  Now,  there  is  a  staff  of  five 
persons  in  this  office,  and  I  bear  witness  to  the  fact  that  their  time  is  fully 
employed. 

Then,  we  had  only  the  limited  accommodations  afforded  in  the  premises 
rented  from  the  Dartmouth  Savings  Bank.  Now,  we  have  all  the  facilities 
supplied  by  the  adequate  offices  and  equipment  in  the  Parkhurst  Administration 
Building. 

In  1890,  the  total  assets,  as  per  the  Treasurer's  Report,  were  $918  284. 
For  purposes  of  comparison  there  should  be  added  to  this  sum  the  value  of. 
the  College  buildings  and  other  real  estate  which  were  not  carried  on  the  books 
at  that  time,  amounting  to  say,  $220  000;  and  of  the  Wentworth  property, 
estimated  at  $250  000,  making  in  all,  $1  388  284.  At  this  date,  the  assets  of 
the  College  are  $5  965  641. 

The  income  from  tuition  in  1890  was  $12  947;  in  1916,  $199  431.  The 
income  from  investments  in  1890  was  $47  466;  in  1916,  $398  748.  There  was 
paid  in  salaries  in  1890  $45  000;  in  1916,  $268  000. 

The  deficiency  of  income  to  meet  expenditures  in  1890  was  $265 ;  in 
1916,  $4  987.  The  years  1906  to  1909  inclusive  show  an  excess  of  income  above 
expenditures.  The  other  years  of  this  period  have  closed  with  a  deficiency. 
This  deficiency  has  ranged  from  $400  to  $27  000. 
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In  1909  a  new  and  scientific  system  of  bookkeeping  was  adopted.  This 
system  was  principally  the  result  of  the  experience  and  skill  of  Mr.  Park- 
hurst  of  your  Board,  and  of  Mr.  Edgerton,  the  College  auditor,  and  it  con- 
stituted an  epoch  in  the  financial  history  of  the  College.  It  resulted  in  a  clear 
presentation  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  College  in  the  Treasurer's  Annual 
Report  and  made  possible  the  preparation  of  a  budget  which  is  such  an  indis- 
pensable requisite  to  the  orderly  administration  of  College  finance. 

The  figures  previously  given  tell  of  the  princely  devotion  of  the  alumni 
and  friends  of  the  College.  I  am  not  here  enumerating  the  individual  gifts, 
but  it  seems  appropriate  to  refer  to  them  in  this  connection.  May  the  next 
quarter  of  a  century  show  even  a  larger  percentage  of  growth  in  the  means 
and  influence  of  the  College.
